' President Coolidye's eulogy of the 
United States’ benevolence and 
benefit to mankind, allfed with Mr.. 
Curtis Wijbur'’s discourse on Ameri- 


can commercial paramountcy, can- 
not fail to convince that it-{s.a great 
and progressive country... Yet 
there scems to ux.to be a certain 
umount of compensation in associa- 
tion with Britnin and her old- 
fashioned ideas and principles. We 
have speed limits and police traps 
and controlled areas, but our 
motorists do, not run the grave dan- 
ger of being mistaken for rum- 
runners . by — armed ae 
agents. Britain has a large Cus- 
toms service which works energeti- 
cally to prevent smuggling of silks 
and Paris yowns, but her coastwise 
ships are not subjected to shell-fire 
from Constguard cutters, whil¢ 
millionaire yachtsmen are permitted 
to cruise in peace and quict. In 
the past six months, a British pas- 
senger ship has been shelled in Bri- 
lish waters by Americans as an 
alleged rum-runncr, and nothing 
was found;' an.

Its resolve has been communicated

'Pre- 
sumably by insfating on the inclu- 
sion of such a provision in the new 
trenties, China hopes to abolish 
extra-territoriality onee and for all. 
We very much ‘doubt, ‘however, 
whether thig all-important issue 
will be disposed of quite so simply 
as that, 

In recent years, this question has 
been constantly recurring, and 
China has on more than one oc- 
casion sought to bring about the 
termination of the system by which 
nationals of other countries are not 
nmenable to Chinese Inws. ‘The In- 
ternational Commission which met 
some few years ago to consider the 
matter laid down a comprehensive 
series of reform proposals as being 
desirable, but it did not go furthor 
than to soy that when reasonable 
items of these proposals wero car- 
ried out by China, the Powers con- 
cerned might consider, the abolition 
of extrg-territorinlity according to 
a progressive programme. The 
Commissioners thoroughly realised 
the impossibility and the danger of 
thero and then agreeing to tho 
scrapping of the system. Such a 
step would-obvioualy place foreign- 
erg in China in a most unsatisfac- 
tory. position by precluding them 
‘from securing even common justice 
in any. disputes’ of a, civil - or 
criminal character. .What was 
true then, fs equally true to-day. 
A new Government has been form- | 
ed, admittedly, and on paper there 
has been some' reform of China's’

OF CHINESE CUSTOMS. 


FINE CAREER ENDED.

Carlos Cabral, deputy Commission- 
or of the Maritime Customs, while 
on home Jeave in Lisbon. It.was 
known that tho late Mr. Cabral had

Portugal would restore — thelr 
friend to his once robust health.

TO-MORROW'S RECITAL, 


It is common to commence a pro- 
gramme with sonie work of Bach, 
followed by a Beethoven Sonata and 
a group of Chopin, and ending with 
a group:of modern works and 
or two picces of Ligzt. 
In this respect. Molseiwitsch’s first 
programme is. thoroughly conven- 
tional, except that. another early 
master, Scarlatti, takes tho place 
of Bach. Scarlatti is now chiefly 
remembered by his harpsichord 
lessons, sonatas &c., and the bright 
little Sonata in A ia o frequently- 
played ono at concerts. ‘ 

The Beethoven Sonata is the 
celebrated one . in C Major, de- 
dicated to Count . Waldstein, and 
published in 1805, The firat move- 
ment has n-reatlessness about its 
principal subject, but the second 
theme is‘tranquil and its spell very 
alluring. -Originally there was on 
unusually long Andante as a middly 
movement, but os the result of 
criticism’ Peethoven’ replaced it 
by the. existing Introduction to the 
Rondo; the Ronda is in marked con- 
trast to the meditative Introduc- 
tion und has a very. homely and 
simple theme which repeatedly 
returns and loads to a 
marvellous climax. ,

Both have gone to ‘a well-carned 
reat at the mouth of the Yangtszo 
River, destroyed and sunk. by. gun- 
fire from other. Americans -. war 
vessels, of the Chino’station.’ : 

Several months ttgo both ships, 
having become“obsoléte and out- 
grown their usefulnoss, were con- 
demned by the, Naval Department 
of Washington. It was ordered 
that they be the ‘object of’ target 
gunfire from other. war vessels. 


Recently the vessels were taken 
to, the-mouth of the river. under 
their own steam. . They ‘were 
stripped of everything of value, 
deserted by their officers and 
crews und left to the mercy of the 
guns of other fighting craft. The 
firing’ vessels were of the Thirty- 
Ninth, - Destroyer Division,” bonst- 
ing xome of the crack gunners of 
the American Navy. :

ership of the Labour party. Fisher
